While shopping at Cosmic 
Dave's Vinyl Emporium, my eyes 
came upon an unusual little gem. 
The cover art displayed an awkward 
looking naked man set adrift in 
some rapids, his bathing suit region 
thankfully covered by a splash. His 
body is slouched awkwardly as he 
tries to force a grin of enjoyment on 
his face that is undermined by his fist 
seemingly shaking at God.

Written pUiinly in white at 
the top of the album was "Smooth 
Belly" Cannon. There was no trace 
of a first name, and there were 
no liner notes to be heard of The 
back of the album cleariy stated the 
tracks on a black backgn:)und in the 
same plain white writing with the 
message "You'll never find me" from 
"Smooth Belly" himself 

After finally getting the 
record home and throwing it on my 
turntable, I was astounded to hear 
the first track, a two-minute dialogue 
between "Smooth Belly" and his 
drummer, referred to throughout 
the album as Larry; W^inky, Blondie 
andjimminy, discuss shoes while 
"Smooth BelK" tuned. The track 
was not listed on the back of the 
album. 

.\fter "Smoodi Belly"" iinall\ 
got his instrument in tune and 
wasted a good two-minutes of my 
life scratching m\' head, the opening 
guitar chugs to "How 's Va Dick?" 
kicked in. 

What followed was the exact 
opposite of that conversation about 
shoes. "Smooth Belly" Cannon 
managed to set the music industry- 
back to the age of blues like a child 
climbing a kid climing a sUde for 
another ride. 

"Holler, holler, that girl is 
a scholar, she'll make you beg for 
a kiss, she'll make you beg for a 
dollar," growls Cannon on "How's 



Ya Dick?" an ode to the ancient art 
of blue balls. 

Sure, most of the album 
is about girls. What blues albums 
aren't? But what's truly captivating is 
Cannon's ability to write hooks that 
sound like they're decades ahead of 
their time. 

"I'm not saying she's a gold 
digger, but she ain't messing with 
no broke singers," laughs Cannon 
during the closing verse of the 
opening track. 

After "Smooth Belly" and his 
percussionist finish laughing they 
suddenly go silent and a botde of 
alcohol clearly breaks in the studio. 
This is an unusual transitional 
effect from one track to another 
as the percussion on the next cut, 
"Bourboner", is clearly bottles being 
broken into a trash can. 

Its an impeccable product 
of its age. Before sampling could 
provide artists like Cannon with the 
ability to loop such a sound, his band 
risked their skin smashing botdes to 
express their heartache. 

"I'm trying to find a way 
to describe this girl without being 
disrespectful," predicts Cannon on 
"Bourboner". 

Side A ends with a seven- 
minute scorcher entided "Widows at 
the Creek". During this track, you 
can clearly hear Cannon punching 
out his bandmates in the studio to 
get them to stop plaving over his 
solos. It's only appropriate that Side 
B opens with "Knuckle Sandwiches", 
where Cannon sings of his regret for 
punching his drummer, now known 
as Wlnkv; out cold. 

"If you're out cold, I'm out in 
the cold," Cannon growls regretfully. 

In many ways the self- 
destructive nature of the album is 
what both takes its momentum and 
gives it right back. When Cannon 
makes rash decisions, the whole 
band suffers but he flourishes as a 
songwriter. 

The final cut, a nine- 
minute reprise of "Widows at the 
Creek" features Cannon in full-on 
raging alcoholic mode. The first 
four minutes build up an intense 
instrumental jam before Cannon 
throws his guitar across the room 
and starts breaking what I can only 
assume is everything in the room. At 
one point a studio-hand steps in only 
to receive Cannon's backhand in 
the teeth, which are recovered while 
Cannon tries to put his fist through 
the drum kit in the song's chaotic 
final moments. 

I can diink of a few reasons 
why I could only ever find one copy 
of diis album. 

"Smooth Belly" Cannon is 
nothing short of brilliant.
